religion,  he  was  a  bigoted  Pharisee,  and  a  most; 
violent  persecutor  of  the  Christians.  Bound' 
up  in  tradition  and  the  law,  and  supposing  thej 
Gospel  the  vilest  heresy,  he  opposed  it  to  the| 
utmost  of  his  ability.  By  his  hand  his  coun-i 
trymen  were  bound  in  chains,  or  shut  up  ini 
prisons,  and  he  made  no  distinction — whether! 
men,  women  or  children — but  breathed  ven-l 
geance  and  death  wherever  he  went.  Oh,  bi-i 
goiry,  what  evil  art  thou  guilty  of!  Thou; 
hast  frozen  up  the  soul :  and  glutted  a  fiendishi 
appetite  on  the  woes  of  humanity  !  But  withj 
all  its  vileness,  the  love  of  God  can  destroy  it. 
It  did  so  in  Paul.  For  in  the  midst  of  his 
wicked  career  he  was  turned  short  about,  and 
made  a  true  and  faithful  disciple  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  When  it  pleased  God  to  convict  and 
convert,  he  could  not  resist  the  divine  irn-|! 
pulse.  Heaven’s  eternal  glory  shone  round!
